Speaking at a luncheon 
meeting of the Canadian Club 
of Winnipeg, Stanfield aaid 
the Conservative party be¬ 
lieve* "the Implementation of 
a number of the white paper 
proposals would compromise 
the future of Canada.” 

He aaid thera wag aome 
auggaation the government 
had worn down opposition to 
the whit* paper and that the 
opponent* are apathetic, but 
added: "My view haa always 
been that the fight against 
these proposal* would be long 
and arduous.” 


Th* announcement from 
Prime Minister Trudeau that 
the real purpose of the white 
paper waa to help the poor 
was "false packaging" be¬ 
cause "it deliberately creates 
among low-income Canadians 
hopes which the white paper 
and the government will go 
on to disappoint." 

While agreeing with the 
idea of tax reform, he said 
few Canadians are prepared 
to give a blank cheque to any 
government, especially since 
such proposals would provide 
a vast increase in federal 
revenue*. 

* * * 

The Conservative leader 
said he wasn’t opposed to the 
principle of a capital gains 
tax, but said h|s party would 
apply it only to realize gains 
and "at a maximum rate of 
25 per cent instead of the 50- 
per-cent maximum rate the 
government want* plus what¬ 
ever the provinces feel neces¬ 
sary to put on top of that.” 

The opposition leader also 
made a plea for discussion to 
reduce tensions and "restore 
the ties between the regions, 
the cultural groups and the 
generations.” 

To bridge the gaps, "we 
must find something more 
than tolerance, because tole¬ 
rance too often turns to mere 
neglect." 

Stanfield said he didn’t 
think the Generation Gap was 
unbridgeable.

The White House said Friday “national security” 
requires a limitation on Canadian oil imports pending 
conclusion of a comprehensive agreement between 
the U.S. and Canada on energy and resources. 

In Ottawa, Energy Minister J. J. Greene, centre 
of a continuing storm over energy resources, told the 
House, “we of course, will very much reconsider our 
views” if official U.S. policy links reductions in 
imports of Canadian oil with American desires for a 
continental energy policy. 

The debate was turned on by a letter from 
William Timmons, an aide to President Nixon, to 
Senator Walter Mondale of Minnesota, which tied oil 
import cuts to continental energy. 

Greene described the letter 
as coming from a relatively 
minor level. He said the 
Canadian embassy in Wash¬ 
ington waa inquiring whether 
the letter represents official 
U.S. policy. 

In Washington Friday, 
deputy press secretary Gerald 
Warren said the policy was 
stated in the Timmons letter. 

The White House letter 
said:

"National security requires 
conclusion of a comprehensive 
agreement with Canada with 
respect to all energy matters 
and the imposition of some 
quantitative limitation on the 
entry of Canadian petroleum 
pending the conclusion of this 
pact.” 

Warren said the administra¬ 
tion has "always said the 
controls, voluntary or manda¬ 
tory were necessary until an 
agreement is reached on all 
energy matters.”

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Hydro and Hot Water 


W/HEN IT WAS announced back in February 

VV that Ottawa’* hrtn vm h-.'nir sought in 


w that Ottawa's help waa bring sought In 
building a nuclear power station on southern 
Vancouver Island, the possibility waa noted that a 
waste product of such a plant—heat—could be put 
to good use. B<C. Hydro chairman Dr. Gordon 
Shrum suggested that hot water from the reactor’s 
cooling system could be U9ed to warm greenhouses 
or to raise the temperature of cold coastal waters 
to aid fish propagation, and both of these Ideas 
have been shown elsewhere to have merit in 
suitable circumstances. Additionally, the point was 
made that some of Vancouver Island’s recreational 
waters could be made much more attractive by 
warming them a few degrees. 

All three of these potential uses for millions of 
gallons of hot water a day, however, would depend 
for their benefits on the location of the nuclear 
thermal power station. A truly massive array of 
greenhouses, presuming anyway that there would 
be a market for their products, would be required 
to absorb the heat. The additional water 
temperature that might help to increase fish stocks 
of some kinds could adversely affect others. Where 
no long stretches of beach are available to the 
public there would not be much point in making 
bathing more comfortable. 

For this reason, there is cause for some 
apprehensiveness about the preliminary indication 
from Dr. Shrum that the station probably will be 
built near Duncan, in the area where the 
underwater power lines from the mainland reach 
Vancouver bland. Power surplus to the Island's 
needs would be sent to the mainland over these 
lines. 


One may be forgiven for doubting that there 
Is a sufficient agricultural potentiality in the 
immediate area for the waste heat. Beaches are in 
short supply in the vicinity. And if there is a 
possibility that some sort of warmer-water fish 
farming could be developed, there is the more 
distinct chance of detriment to the salmon runs. 

Bill Fletcher of the Vancouver Sun writes that 
Dr. Shrum says he only mentioned the Duncan 
area because it was the most logical rite and would 
not require expensive transmission lines: “How¬ 
ever, he said if the fish and game and other people 
of Duncan and Cowichan Bay got so worked up 
about it he could put the plant on the west coast of 
the Island. This would involve about 40 miles of 
transmission lines. Since there’s a lot more water 
in the Pacific the hot effluent from the plant 
wouldn’t have much effect.” 

Sure, sure. This is the same Dr. Shrum 
who—although the people have got so worked up 
about it—insists that Hydro transmission lines 
must run into Victoria high overhead instead of 
underground to save money. The same whose 
organization plans to steamroller over the 
objections of Saanich to build a service centre 
where it isn't wanted—“It’s the damned dollar 
bill,” says the mayor. 

One can hardly see Hydro building 40 miles of 
transmission lines across the Island because of even 
the most vehement of public protests. But there 
may be hope in the fact that B.C. is seeking federal 
assistance for the station. It seems unlikely that 
Ottawa would become a party to polluting waters 
that one minister, at least, views as a national 
park.

A N ECONOMIST from the Massachussets Insti¬ 
tute of Technology has come out into the 
open to explain why die stock market has been 
going through its worst slump in post-war years.

In his turn, 
lacked a "real fqpl” for 
Quebec — though he was not 
anti-Quebec, as some critics 
claimed. 

Shook It Well 

“Perhaps it is a pity we 
couldn’t have had a prime 
minister who embodied bosh 
at these understandings and 
grasped both of these major 
facts during the confused and 
at limes quite Incredible 
196te." Menzies added. 

Where is the most stimulat¬ 
ing thought found today?' 

"For good or ill. Prime 
Minister Trudeau has taken 
Canada by the scruff of the 
neck and shaken it well.” said 
Peter McUntock, executive 
editor of die Winnipeg Free 
Press. 

Probably the central para¬ 
dox in a land of paradoxes is 
that the United States — 
magnet far so many gifted 
Canadians — helps keep Can¬ 
ada together. 

If by some “evil magic” the 
U S. broke up, Canada- would 
also fly apart because of its 
regional quarrels, said 
Tliomas Raddall, Nova Scotia 
historian and novelist. 

Long Ago 

And Edmonton editor 
Andrew Snaddon, exploding 
against the Canadian Radio- 
Television Commission's atti¬ 
tude on cable television, said 
that "if U.S. radio and TV 


programs were going to break 
the country, then It would 
have broken up a long time 
ago.” 

Attitudes to Canada come 
out In laconic and fervent 
ways. 

“There's always hope for a 
country that makes an award 
to a town fool,” said Toronto 
artist Harold Town, referring 
to a money grant to a 
Vancouver jokeater. 

Arthur J. Block of Vancou¬ 
ver. chairman of the board of 
a British Columbia realty 
company, related how his 
Mennonite parents, fleeing the 
Russian revolution, found, la¬ 
terally, a new lease on life in 
Canada. 

Not All Bad 

"A country that has given 
such opportunity to so many 
people can't be all bad," he 
said. 

H u ndreds of interviews 
showed that some Canadians 
know and love all of Canada, 
a far greater number know 
only a piece of it but few 
indeed wcwld be willing to let 
it go. 

This account does not. of 
course, pretend to be anything 
like gospel on the attitudes of 
22.000,000 Canadians. Many 
conflicting ideas were encoun¬ 
tered besides some ap¬ 
parently prevailing patterns. 

Virtually every statement 
by French-Canadians can be 
matched by Bimilar quota¬ 
tions from English-speaking 
compatriots. 

"The challenge is our¬ 
selves," said historian 
Laurier LaPierre at Montreal, 
professor or television inno¬ 
vator. 

Varied Reaction 

“If a football team feels It's 
going to lose, there's not a 
damn thing you can do to win 
that football game." said 
Joseph Shoe tor, Edmonton 
lawyer and sportsman.

A “parallel in ignorance” 
East and West was described 
by Ontario-born Dr. Norman 
Ward, Saskatoon, author and 
political science professor at 
University of Saskatchewan, 
who regards separatism as a 
form of sedition. 

“Surely the standard prob¬ 
lem of all democracies is the 
ignorance of citizens of other 
citizens. "Die educational sys¬ 
tem itself must be partly at 
fault. I believe it's-improving, 
though. My own students now 
are much more receptive to 
problems of all kinds than 
those of 15 years ago.” 

Over and over again, in- 
formed citizens advocated 
travel as the key to a richly 
rewarding domain - knowledge 
of fellow-Canadians. There is, 
they maintain, a largely un¬ 
suspected fellow-feeling aris¬ 
ing from a common heritage 
of bold attack on geography, 
climate, wilderness. 

Real Potential 

Television, In the hands of 
able and dedicated producers, 
has a potential tor under¬ 
standing as yet barely 
touched, said Martin Kava- 
nagh. Brandon, Man., his¬ 
torian and retired teacher. He 
mused about the impact a 
"Charles Dickens of tele¬ 
vision" could have on Canada. 

French Quebecers enjoy a 
greater regard and sympathy 
among their fellow citizens 
than perhaps they realize. But 
sometimes phrases like 
“common-sense son of the 
soil" indicate the far-removed 
speaker is unaware of the 
extent o f Quebec urbani¬ 
zation. 

Some F r e nch-Canadian 
spokesmen in Ontario and 
Alberta, for instance — Aca- 
dians, too — seem more 
confident of their culture's 
survival than those in Quebec. 
“We know what it is to be a 
minority in every way. but we 
still hang on and climb,” said 
a Franco-Ontarian. 

Members of other ethnic 
groups make it clear they 
reeard English as their work¬ 
ing language — North Ameri¬ 
ca's working language. That 
does not mean they are 
taking sides between the 
English and the French. They 
want to be themselves and 
often say they latched on to 
the Canadian idea before the 
others. But concern is wide¬ 
spread that official bilingua¬ 
lism will cripple opportunities 
for non-French aspirants to 
the federal civil service. 

Left or Right 

"We're taking revolutionary 
steps in Ottawa but in some 
things we’re still like that 
young girl of 17 who doesn't 
know whether to step left or 
right," said Dr. Simon Kalba, 
executive director of the 
U k r a i n ian-Canadian Com¬ 
mittee in Winnipeg, tradition¬ 
ally a cultural cockpit or 
showplace. 

It was fine to have tele¬ 
vision Channel 1 for English 
and Channel 2 for French, but 
other ethnic groups who 
largely settled the Prairies — 
notably Ukrainians, Germans, 
Poles — wanted to know: 

"Where's that Channel 
1%?” 

Recognition of other langu¬ 
age* on television at least on 
a part-time basis flows natur¬ 
ally from the official policies 
of bilingualism and would 
better delineate the Canadian 
“nrofile" from the U.S., said 
Kalba. 

Canadians combine a 
hankering for a more red- 
blooded American-type n a- 
tionalism — “We’re afraid to 
blow the lid off as we did at 
Expo 67.” said broadcaster 
Ann Terry of Sydney. N.S. — 
with a profound distrust of 
same. 

Regionalism 

Outside Ontario, regional 
sentiment — strong on both 
rational and emotional 
grounds — is often passion¬ 
ately expressed. 

In the Imagery of John de 
Wolfe, British Columbia Pro¬ 
gressive Conservative leader, 
each region views Canada 
through its own prism — and 
the B.C. vision compares with 
that of Ottawa as the Rockies 
compare with some Ontario 
ski slope. 

Out here, we still believe 
everything is possible." said 
de Wolfe. 

You know at once the 
Maritime miner and the B.C. 
construction worker mean the 
same thing when they speak 


respectively, resentfully, of 
"Upper Canada" and the 
"East." 

When you get to Sudbury, in 
Northern Ontario, the same 
ogre has been narrowed down 
to the Golden Horseshoe 
capping Lake Ontario — 
except that Ottawa ia mixed 
in there somewhere in all 
cases. 

Handmaiden 

To one Prairie spokesman, 
the federal government is 
"handmaiden" lo central 
Canadian interests. Dr. Henry 
Hicks. Dalhousie University 
president and former Nova 
Scotia Liberal premier, said 
the federal government is 
unlikely ever to harm Ontario 
to appease Quebec, hut other 
provinces had better keep 
their eyes open. 

Yet Ontario, too. has re¬ 
ceived a sort at heart trans¬ 
plant in the matter of atti¬ 
tudes. Ontario.watchers say 
change in outlook, particu¬ 
larly toward Quebec, comes 
basically from enlightened 
self-interest because Ontario 
has always regarded Canada 
as an extension of itself. 

A flood at ethnic riches has 
also contributed. More than 
half Canada’s immigrants 
since 1946 settled or paused in 
Ontario. Broad changes in 
religious attitudes softened 
Quebec-Ontario hostilities. 

Snodina Patriots 

Some of the most patriotic 
Canadians are the “little 
Jewish tailor on Spadina 
Avenue, the Greek immi¬ 
grant. the Italian or even the 
bloody Englishman” because 
they see the country's poten¬ 
tial better than others busy 
being "fat cats,” said a fiery 
English immigrant in Cobalt, 
Ont. 

The topic of Canadian iden¬ 
tity has been wildly over¬ 
worked, in the opinion of , 
many citizens. 

"Canadians are the ones 
who sell Canada short, not the 
non-Canadians,” said Morris 
Chemeskey, Saskatoon law¬ 
yer, leader in civic and | 
Ukrainian affairs. 

“A few years ago somebody 
asked what is a Canadian and 
we couldn't define It. If you 
go to practically any Euro¬ 
pean country they'll tell you 
what a Canadian is. A 
Canadian is a person who 
lives in Canada, the best 
country in the world." 

Prof. Kenneth Lochhead of 
the University of Manitoba's 
art school said perhaps the 
time has come to develop a 
"healthy disrespect" for the 
Americans. 

The Americans, despite 
mistakes, had achieved ma¬ 
turity and now it was up to 
Canadians to show themselves 
worthy of respect. 

"That's what they're wait¬ 
ing for us to do — to position 
ourselves with them as a 
nation. As our self-confidence 
grows, they’ll say, 'All right, 
let’s do business — let's 
really talk business. - " 

True Tradition 

A distinctive tradition of 
"civility, rationality" is ap¬ 
parent in Canadian history, 
said Don Peacock, who was a 
prime ministerial aide to 
Pearson and now is managing 
editor of the Calgary 
Albertan. 

"The human spirit has had 
an opportunity to develop in 
Canada in a rational, prag¬ 
matic way The people don't 
want causes. They want to 
live happily." 

A surprising number of 
citizens told of discovering 
kinship with fellow-Canadians 
in foreign lands 
Abhp Gerard Dion, Laval 
U n i versity professor and 
social reformer who describes 
himself as a lifelong French- 
Canadiar nationalist, said he 
was never aware of any 
particular fellow-feeling with 
Englixh-Canadians until 20 
years ago at a Peru 
conference 

“Suddenly I noticed that 
one other person at the 
conference was reacting just 
as I was to certain proposals 
and he turned out to be a 
Toronto newspaper man,” re- 
counted Fa ther Dion, 
chuckling. 


Henri Bourassa and a group 
of "brilliant young French¬ 
men" set the underbrush 
afire in Ottawa. 

“I worried for about a 
month what my attitude was 
going to be to these people,” 
said Stevens, who exudes 
youthful vigor still. “I decided 
I’d treat them exactly the | 
same as any other fellow- 
Canadians. It worked. I never 
had any trouble with French- 
Canadians in my 30 years In 
the House of Commons.” 

Is there a common denomi¬ 
nator among Canadians? 

"I believe the Canadian 
character is more influenced 
by the land — the landscape, 
if you like — than any other 
factor," said author Bruce 
Hutchison of Victoria. 

Feeling of Space 

"The feeling of space, gran¬ 
deur, the beauty of this land, 
the love of It, just as land, as 
a homeland — I think this has 
been an enormous factor in 
Hie making of our people," 
Hutchison feels there is no 
question of Canada's “nation¬ 
alist vitality" though the term 
nationalism is hard to define. ! 

“In the sense of love of 
country, it is very strong." 

The country is producing 
more "penetrating thought on 
fundamental and really big 
things than ever before” but 
it remained to be seen 
whether the thinkers would 
reach the right eonclusions. 

C i tizens everywhere ex¬ 
pressed varying degrees of 
confidence that Canadians 
now can, for the first time, | 
understand and cope with 
issues and opportunities on a 
scale commensurate with the 
size of their country. 

Staying Power 

Various reasons were cited 
— respite from war, better 
communications and tech- i 
nology, cadres at highly 
trained people in such fields 
as political science and 
economics, sustained attack 
on problems hitherto deferred 
or swept under the rug. 

“After all, Canada has 
survived a good many other i 
countries." said Menzies. "It 
has shown remarkable stay¬ 
ing power. 

“It is a pity that we've | 
taken this long to understand. , 
I think, the nature of the 
problems — of the economic 
and political strategy of the ' 
new Canada that now exists. 

"The West is no longer 
content to be a colony of the I 
East. Quebec is no longer 
culturally second class within i 
the Canadian Confederation."

Scheduling Changes 
Considered by CFL 


WINNIPEG (CP) - A full in¬ 
terlocking schedule between 
eastern and western confer¬ 
ences may be the next play 
called by the Canadian Football 
League. 

The idea was supported Fri¬ 
day at the conclusion of the 
league's semi-annual meeting 
which instructed the commix- 
lianer'i office to carryout a 
feasibility study on the matter. 
If accepted such a schedule 
could be implemented by 1972. 

Business items were dealt 
with behind closed doors. 
Among items given the zip- 
pered-lip treatment was the dis¬ 
cussion between a league com¬ 
mittee and the CFL players as¬ 
sociation. 

PRE SEASON SUBSIDY 

The line of scrimmage in that 
confrontation never was de¬ 
clared although it was admitted 
that it had something to do with 
a standardized “subsistence” 
payment by the eluba to players 
during pre-ae«son activity. 

Players association represent¬ 
atives. Mike Wadsworth of To¬ 
ronto Argonauts and Greg Find¬ 
lay of British Columbia Lions, 
said the results of the talks 
would have to be given to the 
membership before being made 
public. 

League commissioner Jake 
Gaudaur said the league's posi¬ 
tion on "certain association ro- 


I quests was put to the players’ 
representatives The next move 
is up to the players. 

"This is a pretty important 
and perhaps sensitive area,” 
said Gaudaur. "It concerns a 
standard subsistence payment 
during the period when the 
! players are being judged by 
coaches on whether they will 
make the team.” 

MORE BALANCE 

On the interlocking sche<kile 
study, Gaudaur said that “theo¬ 
retically. a completely Inter¬ 
locking schedule would mean a 
more balance schedule . . . and 
it would mean the home team 
would.play more and different 
teams, or to put in another way, 
the home team would see the 
same team less often." 

"It alao would mean a 16- 
game schedule for the east” 

As things now stand, the 
four-team Eastern league plays 


1 a 14-game regular season while 
I he five-team WFC plays 16 
! games. 

The current interlocking 
schedule calls tor each team to 
play all clubs in the other con¬ 
ference once a season. Western 
teams play two at home and 
two away while the east, on al¬ 
ternative years, play either two 
at home or three at home. 

Gaudaur said a number of 
factors. Including travel coats, 
will have to be examined and a 
progress report will be made at 
1 a meeting at grey cup times, 
i The meeting, attended by gen¬ 
eral managers of the nine CFL 
teams as well as officials of the 
Individual leagues, also ruled 
that, effective immediately, no 
club will be able to protect sen¬ 
ior or intermediate players 
who are not either under con¬ 
tract or active player* on a 
team.

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NO REPENTANCE HERE: I hove been taken to task. In 
the roundabout way which could have been expected, for last 
week's comments here on the B.C. Festival of Sport. 

What particularly aroused the Ire of Ron Worley, deputy 
minister of the department of travel Industry, was the 
paragraph which started "When it was announced in April of 
last year that the Sports and Fitness Fund would b* 
admlaiataret by the Department of Travel Industry .. .** 

""niat," said a department emifoyee *ar encugh down the 
line to deal wHh me directly, “la a falsehood." 

In the wrangle that ensued alter that start It was finally 
gleaned that the department of travel industry does not 
“administer'* the Sports and Fitness Fund. That, if I got it 
right, is done by a committee composed of, or including, three 
cabinet ministers. 

This, it was later established from a more pleasant source, 
Is at least technically correct But if "administered’' was a bad 
choice it was certainly a justifiable error and not something to 
be labelled a "falsehood'' in the manner in which the word was 
presented. 

It was cm Monday. April 28 of last year that the 
announcement of the B.C- Festival of Sport was made — at a 
meeting of the Tourist Advisory Council. 

“An annual B.C. Festival of Sport is ^ be the major result 
of the 510.000,000 sports and Fitness Fund announced during the 
last session of the legislature," was the lead paragraph on the 
story of the announcement, which was made by Kenneth 
Kiernan, the minister of travel industry. 

"The government,'' Mr. Kiernan said, “will supply co¬ 
ordinating directors in each of the eight provincial tourist 
areas, probably on a 60-40 cost-sharing basis.” 

It was also reported at the time that “the government 
contribution will come from the interest on the 510,000,000 
Sports and Fitness Fund (an amount), expected to be about 
5130,000 annually.” 

In view of the fact that the accuracy of the reporting at the 
time was never questioned and that no clarification has been 
seen here since, one can surely be excused for believing that 
the Sports and Fitness Fund was, in at least a considerable 
way, being "administered” by the department of travel 
industry. 

What matters, however, is that the department of travel 
Industry is getting a good chunk of ihe monies available from 
the Sports and Fitness Fund for the Festival of Sport, which is 
administered by the department. 

It has been established that the 5200,000 or so being spent 
to promote the Festival of Sport has come from other 
government funds. But the scrolls being given to every one 
taking an active part in the festival, the crests being given 
away almost as liberally and the medals are being paid for out 
of the Sports and Fitness Flind. 

One has to guess at this amount but It could be as much as 
5100,000 because the idea seems to be to give out as many as 
possible for the continuing effort to gather impressive 
statistics. But make It half that amount and add it to the cost 
of promotion and the province will spend In a tight-money year 
about a qiArter of a million dollars for an idea which in its 
present form not only won’t attract tourists but isn't doing 
much for sports and fitness. Excuse it, but probably never have 
so many got so little for so much. 

★ ★ -k 

STILL A PROBLEM: Because of having 26 teams split into 
two conferences of three divisions each, the National Football 
League was forced to come up with a new playoff plan after 
taking in the American League. 

Each conference would have three divisional champions but 
a fourth team was needed for playoff balance. It was decided 
that the division runner-up with the best won-lost record would 
become the fourth semi-finalist except in the case of a first- 
place tie in one division. In that event, the clubs sharing the 
lead would both earn a playoff spot. 

Commissioner Pete Roselle can certainly be credited with 
knowing that it was not any perfect solution. It will be possible 
for dubs with 12-2 records to miss the playoffs because there 
was a 5-9 or even a 4-10 first-place tie in one division. And it 
will also be possible to have more than one first-place tie in 
each division and thus qualifying five or even six clubs for the 
conference semi-finals. 

All that, however, is a minor problem compared to the one 
Glenn Tunney, a football fan from West Brownsville, Pa., came 
up with when he started figuring out what could happen under 
the new playoff plan. 

Tunney has presented, using the National Conference, a 
hypothetical but entirely possible situation which Is sure to give 
Rozelle a shaky feeling and which should produce some kind of 
a new format: 

Going into the last day erf the season. Minnesota Vikings are 
leading the Central Division at 13-0, Detroit Lions are next at 11- 
2 and Green Bay Packers third at 7-6. In the Eastern Division, 
Dallas Cowboys lead at 10-3, Washington Redskins are second 
at 9-4 and Philadelphia Eagles third at 6-7. And In the Western 
Division Los Angeles Rams are 11-2, San Francisco 49ers are 8- 
5 and Atlanta Falcons 5-8. To complete the picture, the 
schedule for the final day has Chicago Bears (3-10) at 
Washington and Detroit playing at Dallas. 

Because of the time differential, the lions could go out for 
the opening kickout in Dallas known that Washington has a 
huge lead at half-time and can be considered a cinch to defeat 
the Bears. 

What a situation that sets up. Victory gives the Redskins a 
10-4 record and if the Lions win it will leave Dallas at 10-4, 
creating a first-place tie in toe Eastern Division and strutting 
the Lions out of the playoffs although they would be 12-2 for the 
season. On the other hand, if the Lions manage to lose it makes 
Dallas a division champion at 11-3 and the Lions would be in 
the playoffs because at 11-3 they have toe best record for a 
runner-up.

Sailor Rounds 
Cape Century 


By HELEN MORRIS 

Somehow it fits. 

Today, 118 sailboats compet¬ 
ing In the Swiftsure yacht race 
head out through Juan de Fuca 
Strait for a battle againat time. 

Some time In the night they’ll 
round the mark in the Swiftsure 
Bank area. And a* they do, 
back on shore retired ship 
captain George LeMsrquand 
will round the mark into this 
second 100 years. 


LeMarquand, 1725 Beach 
Drive; Oak Bay, did his sailing 
in the English merchant navy. 
Bom in the Channel Islands. 
1870, he went to sea at 15 on the 
schooner Donna Maria. By the 
time he was 22 be was a first 
officer. 

••Then." he remembers, “in 
1907 1 went into steam. I was on 
the Lucerne for a couple of 
years, and then on another ship 
called the Strathavon. 


“During the time I was on the 
Strathavon we were in Man¬ 
chester discharging a cargo 
when we got a government 
charter to go to Saint John’s, 
Newfoundland to pick up pro¬ 
visions for the troops in Africa 
fighting the Boer War. 


“We left England in a stormy 
February,*' he said. “We were 
in a hurry so we hadn’t loaded 
much coal. 

"Consequently, we ran short 
of coal in the banks off 
Newfoundland. We were 60 days 
adritt. Our provisions gc* low. 
We were on rations. 

“One night I was called out of 
bed about three in the morning. 
There was a steamer In sight. 
We set off a bomb, but he didn't 


The captain was awakened an 
hour later when another 
steamer, this one German, 
came into view. 

He wasn’t letting this one get 
by: “This time I set beds and 


cushions on fire aside the 
smokestack," the Captain said. 

The ship sighted the Strat¬ 
havon, but it waa 4 p.tn. the 
next afternoon, LeMarquand 
remembers, before the seas 
were calm enough to allow 
them to send out a towrupe. 
They were pulled ashore on an 
island where they made minor 
repairs and took on a load of 
coal, but they'd lost the charter. 

* * * 

The sailor came home from 
the sea in 1912 and he took a 
managerial position at Vancou¬ 
ver Island's first whaling sta¬ 
tion. He was transferred to 
Victoria in 1920 aa general 
manager of Consolidated Whal¬ 
ing Company, and he retired 
from the business in 1933, a 
year before the company went 
broke. 

He remembers some of his 
best years as those first ones at 
sea. before steam: 

“The first steamer I went on 
— I didn't like it It looked kind 
of dreary to me — I was used 
to looking up at the sails."

For Eating; 

DDT Cited

The provincial government 
warns that rainbow trout 
bigger than one pound taken 
from Okanagan Lake must be 
regarded as unfit for human , 
consumption. 

A joint statement, issued 
Friday by the departments of 
agriculture, health and rec¬ 
reation and conservation, said 
DDT residue levels found in 
the flesh of five large trout 
taken from the lake exceed 
the safe level for human 
consumption. 

* * * 

The levels ranged from 14 
parts per million to 43 parts 
per million and the tolerance 
level, or level deemed safe 
for humans, is five parts per 
million. 

The statement said, how¬ 
ever, , that drinking water 
samples taken from 67 points 
in Okanagan Lake show the. 
pesticide content is about 100 
times lower than the safety 
standards for British Colum¬ 
bia, Canada and the U.S. 

* * * 

A spokesman for the fish 
and wildlife branch said it 
doesn't intend to close Okana¬ 
gan Lake to sports fishing as 
long as the warning not to eat 
the fish is observed. 

Health department officials 
also advised that the hazard 
to human ^health from eating 
a single contaminated fish is 
small and added this in itself 
is reason enough to continue 
sport fishing until further 
analyses. 

* * * 

The results of this more 
extensive investigation of pes¬ 
ticide residues in the lakes of 
the Okanagan basin will pro¬ 
vide guidelines for future 
regulation of fishing in the 
area. 

The agriculture department, 
which co-ordinates pesticide 
controls in the province, said 
it no longer recommends the 
use of DDT and added that in 
the Okanagan the use of this 
pesticide was drastically cut 
hack several years ago.

In this series on bedding plants, 
most of the plants I have recommended 
have been annuals, although I did get In 
a plug for coleus, ordinarily grown as a 
foliage houseplant. 

Another so-called houseplant which 
can double for duty in the beds and 
planters out front la the old-fashioned 
•cadet geranium. Ibis plant, too, 
fulfills the requirements of blooming 
early and continuing in bloom aU 
summer long. 

These plants are especially good for 
hot, dry, sunbaked sites on the south or 
southwest side of the house. 

Geraniums are real heat-lovers and 
revel in conditions that would sizzle the 
juices out of pansies or stocks. 


winter to use again, or you can take 
and root slips to carry over the winter 
for planting out the following spring. 

I prefer gritty loam soil for 
geraniums, and while I enrich my soil 
with old rotted manure for almost 
everything else in the garden, I would 
rattier not use manure on a geranium 
aite. 

Generous feeding tends to make the 
plants go all Cat and lazy, with growth 
airooet as sappy and lush as a rhubarb 
leaf, and you wind up with giant plants, 
aU leaves and no flowers. 


Following the digging and raking, I 
tread the bed very firmly — as firmly 
as for Brussals sprouts — for really 
firm soil tends to produce stocky, short- 
jointed plants with weH-ripened stems 
and a good head of bloom from almost 
every leaf joint 

There are a couple of tricks in the 
planting of geraniums that make for a 
much mare prolific display of bloom. 

First, set the plants in the ground on 
the slant, with the main stem sloping 
toward the back of the bed at an angle 
of about 30 degrees, and make the soil 
very firm around the roots. 

Admittedly, a bed planted up this 
way looks completely cockeyed, but you 
must remember you are striving for an 
overall effect rather than for the 
shapelineattof the individual plant. 


Regarding chemical fertilizers, I am 
a bit chary about using any of the 
forcing kind* on these plants, too. 
because I lost an expensive batch of 
geraniums one year with the leaves 
turning red and dying. I suspect the 
cause was some impurity In the dry 
chemical fertilizer. 

A little liquid fish, liquid Blue Whale 
or Alginure seaweed fertilizer to their 
water is aB they need to keep them 
happy. 

In preparing a aite for geraniums, I 
break down the ioH moderately with the 
rake after digging, but not too much, 
for these plants do better in slightly 
lumpy soil than in powdery fine stuff. 


One factor working against the tise 
of geraniums as bedding plants is their 
high initial coat. They are not easy-to- 
grow annuals raised in a few short 
months from seed. They occupy expen¬ 
sive greenhouse space for a long time 
before they are at point-of-bioom and 
ready to be sold. 

But while the Initial cost of 
furnishing a bed or planter may be high 
—usually $4 to $7 per dozen — you can 
get a lot of mileage out of geraniums. 

A smart gardener can keep the 
plants alive to the basement over the 


After this on-the-slant planting, nip 
the growing tip off each plant to induce 
the plant to branch out with a branch 
arising from every leaf joint And 
because the main stem is sloping, each 
of these branches or side shoots grows 
straight up verticaBy, and each should 
carry a good head of bloom. In this 
way, you get far more blooms per plant 
than if the plants had been set out 
upright.

June 6 on a $2,600,000 sewer system and treatment 
plant for Central Saanich. 


Mayor Archibald Galbraith 
and the council are putting 
the proposal to the people for 
the second time in six 
months. It was defeated Dec. 
8 when 49 per cent voted In 
favor, falling short of the 60 
per cent majority required. 

Council members say they 
are confident this time that 
the measure will pass simply 
because of the urgent need. 

"We have been told many 
times by the health people 
that we have a problem and 
our own eyes and noses can 
prove it,” said Aid. . Eton 
MacLaurin, a chemist. 

Opposition to the proposal is 
based on three main points: 

• Fears that sewers will 
bring urban growth.

Protests that the 
efforts to clean up the 
municipality could pollute the 
ocean. 

Council contends that all 
three are groundless. 

MacLaurin said that of 950 
septic tanks In the four areas 
to be sewered, 344 have been 
given dye tests and 294 were 
found to be faulty. 

“We tested about one third, 
and 90 per cent were faulty. 
This is a pretty good indica¬ 
tion, I think.” 

Opposition to the plan is led 
by another chemist. Patricia 
Grove, who narrowly failed in 
a bid for a council seat last 
December and again in a 
February byelection. 

“The fact that dye comes 
out into the road means 
little," she contends. “It may 
mean a minor fault or break 
in a line. It may mean that 
the soil is acting as a 
satisfactory filter and only 
water and dye are getting 
through. It is no proof of 
pollution."

Police Have Shields, Neek Padding, Sticks 


Strict Rules Govern Riot Control 


Victoria Police Chief J. F. 
Gregory disclosed Friday that 
his department has equipment 
that could be used in case of 
riots — and he also said the 
force has strict policy rules 
governing any such use. 

The chief, asked to com¬ 
ment after Vancouver decided 
to buy riot helmets but 
deferred action on riot sticks, 
said the Victoria force has no 
riot helmets such as those 
used by U.S. police. 


But it does have a supply of 
plastic face shields and neck 
padding which can be snapped 
onto motorcycle helmets, and 
It also has a supply of three- 
foot sticks. 

* * * 

The chief declined to say 
how many sticks and sets of 
helmet equipment his force 
has, stating he felt it was not 
"in the interest of public 
safety to inform any person 
who may be interested in- 


causing a confront a tion about 
the extent of our equipment." 

* * ★ 

He said the motorcycle hel¬ 
met supply was no more than 
the normal, including spares. 

The chief said the sticks 
are for crowd control, and 
policy is that they can be 
used only to help form a 
human barricade or as prods 
to clear the way for the 
rescue of any person set upon 


by a crowd. The rules bar 
their use as clubs. 

Hie chief would not say 
how long the force has had 
helmet equipment and sticks, 
but stressed that they had 
never been used. 

* * It 

He said his force has no 
Mace and no plans to obtain 
any, but has used tear gas for 
about 15 years to dislodge 
persons barricaded in houses 
and firing shots. 


He said tear gas has been 
used twice in the seven years 
he has been chief, and 
without serious injury. In one 
case, it was used after a 
policeman was shot and 
wounded; in another, it 
helped get a man out of a 
house from which he had 
fired shots.

The chief said his force's 
policy on confrontations was 
shown to work last spring 


when demonstrator* protest¬ 
ing an Alaska nuclear test 
picketed in the Black Ball 
Ferries area.

About a dozen people were 
sent to the scene, all of them 
unarmed. No riot equipment 
was needed or used, the 
crowd dispersed on its own, 
policemen wound up con¬ 
trolling traffic and, said the 
chief,_ “the temper of the 
crowd was read correctly."

The Duncan school was 
built in the mid-1930s for 
underprivileged children from 
Britain. It was closed about 
14 years ago when funds and 
children could no longer come 
to Canada 

Schools had been estab¬ 
lished in Australia and these 
have continued to operate, 
partly because that country 
assists with transportation 
costs for emigrants. 

The society initiated youth 
scholarships in Australia in 
1967 and this year's will be 
the first in Canada.

Guild representatives agree in principle with the 
proposed revision of Federal Government regula¬ 
tions covering safety aspects of tug design, work¬ 
ing practices and accommodation. 


But the Guild negotiators are dragging their feet 
on manning. They want two more men on the boats 
and they’re using the old safety issue as a con¬ 
venient lever. 


Department of Transport says 
4 men are enough 


The Department of Transport, 
based on its own investigations 
and after exhaustive discussions 
with both owners and Guild, will 
shortly produce manning regula¬ 
tions it considers more than ade¬ 
quate in terms of safety. These 
new regulations will require a 
minimum of four men on every 
continuously-operated boat. 


The BCTOA has told the DOT, 
the three unions in the industry, 
and the people of British Co¬ 
lumbia that it is prepared to ac¬ 
cept ALL the regulations which 
the Government feels are re¬ 
quired to make towboating an 
even safer industry than it al¬ 
ready is. 

The B.C. towboat industry al¬ 


ready has the tightest regula¬ 
tions in the world and is con¬ 
sidered the world leader in tech¬ 
nology and operational skilL Ap¬ 
plication of the new regulations 
can come only at tremendous 
cost, but the owners are pre¬ 
pared to accept this. We want 
to maintain our industry’s repu¬ 
tation as the best in the world. 


Guild negotiators demand 
6 men to do the work of 4 


The Department of Transport 
says that any dispute over the 
number of men — beyond the 
four-to-a-boat minimum required 
by the new regulations — is 
NOT a safety issue. The owners 
stand on the principle of all the 
men necessary, hut no unneces¬ 
sary men. 

CMSG members are now on 


strike because their negotiators 
are attempting to create and fill 
unnecessary jobs. 

That’s the ONLY reason. By 
their own admission, all their 
other complaints have been met. 
We don’t believe that a dispute 
over adding unnecessary men to 
the boats is sufficient reason to 
continue a strike that has put 


so many innocent people out of 
work. 


We invite the B.C. public — and 
particularly members of other 
unions who are idled by the 
OTSCT strike — to consider what 
this strike is all about and what 
it’s costing them. Can it be justi¬ 
fied now, when the only issue is 
the creation of new and unneces¬ 
sary jobs? 


Guild negotiators complain: 


About the 12-hour work-day. 
-In the towboat industry, a 
12-hour day (two 6-hour 
watches) is essential to the 
efficiency and productivity of 
continuously - operated boats. 
In essence, a man earns a full 
year’s wages by working only 
five months and five days on 
the boats. 


About rest periods. 


—The Department of Transport 
is drafting regulations cover¬ 
ing hours of rest. These will 
be among the most stringent 
regulations in the world and 
the owners are prepared to 
more than live up to them. 


* About dual duties. 

—Towboating is an industry 
which involves some duties 
which individually cannot be 
justified as “full-time.” For ex¬ 
ample, a full-time cook cannot 
be reasonably demanded on a 
four-man tug. Aboard a mod¬ 
em tug, a full-time engineer is 
no longer needed. 


We must Compete 


Our commitment: 


In the B.C. towboat industry, there are .both large 
and small companies, not all of which are members 
of the B.C. Towboat Owners' Association. While 
new regulations may be highly desirable, compli¬ 
ance will no doubt push some operators of smaller 
boats out of the industry. Cost of new tugs can be 
expected to increase 20 to 25 per cent and the cost 
of redesigning and refitting existing tugs is in¬ 
estimable. Operating costs will rise accordingly. 
These are facts of economic life. Growth of this 
industry means more jobs and more revenue and 
more taxes. Growth of this industry depends on 
its ability to remain competitive with other modes 
of transportation both here and abroad. If we 
can’t compete, we don’t grow. 


We publicly restate that we stand ready to comply 
with all Government regulations and we again 
challenge the Canadian Merchant Service Guild to 
do the same. What we do want is to see the work¬ 
load spread among the necessary men. We stand 
ready to agree to a reasonable wage settlement 
when the Guild’s negotiators finally recognize that 
the tug owners will not tolerate the creation of 
unnecessary jobs.

It will be the first vote In 
which IS-year-oMs wUl be 
able to vote, providing they 
own property. 

The provincial government 
lowered the legal voting age 
from It to IS at the last 
mtion of the Legislatnre. 

A total of 15.38S persona are 
eligible to vote In toe referen¬ 
dum. which require* a M per 
cent overall majority to pans. 

The referendmn covers the 
city of Nanaimo and five 
■arr-atrading Improvement dis¬ 
trict!. The Improvement dis¬ 
tricts currently come nnder 
control at the provtacbU 
government, whOe the city 
operates as an Independent 
municipality, within the 
powers contained in toe 
Municipal Act. 


While he was mayor in 1951, 
the Brechin district amalga¬ 
mated with the city. At that 
time, a bid to have Harewood 
join the municipality was 
unsuccessful. 

"The thing people said most 
often then, and what they are 
saying now is that the city of 
Nanaimo just wants the dis¬ 
tricts to amalgamate to share 
the city’s debt,” Westwood 
said.

Except for 105 
members of the United Paper 
Makers and Paper Workers 
Union, Local 886. all Crofton 
workers belong to the Pulp 
and Paper Workers of Can¬ 
ada, Local 2. 

A survey of part of the 
Duncan business section 
showed that buying is down. 
Quaife said, "Naturally we 
had a decline over the past 
two months. Business has 
dropped. It is bound to 
happen. We cannot expect 
anything else. People don’t 
have the dollars to spend. 

Economic Crisis 

“The province at this time 
is faced with an economic 
crisis which, if not solved 
within a very short period of 
time, is going to have far- 
reaching and long-lasting 
effects. The loss of our 
markets for our goods that 
we manufacture in B.C. will 
take some time to recover." 

The real estate picture also 
is already being effected by 
the labor situation. However, 
the value of properties in this 
area is "still quite stable," 
according to Norman Perst. 
financial manager of H. W. 
Dickie Ltd., one of the leading 
real estate firms in Duncan. 

He said his firm handles a 
lot of mortgage payments, 
and nothing in the contracts 
protects a client if he cannot 
make payments because of 
strikes or lockouts. Perst 
said, “If they cannot make 
payments, they are in default, 
and legal action could be 
taken, but we never have 
pushed it.” 

Future Good 

He painted out that the 
receiver also has commit¬ 
ments. Prest said business 
slacked off in the past two or 
three weeks. He added if 
wage settlements cam be 
reached, "I think we have an 
optimistic future ahead of us 
the next year or so.” 

Operator of the Five Cents 
to SI Store. Norman Gourlay 
said business has dropped off, 
but not too “severely." He 


said, “There ta no reason for 
panic. We feel it could be way 
worse than it is.” 

What worries Gourlay more 
is the uncertain postal situa¬ 
tion in Canada. "For a person 
in business it is impossible to 
operate w tthout postal 
service." 

Owner of the Quamichan 
Inn, Archie Owen of Maple 
Bay Road, said people are 
obviously holding back. I 
think pretty well every seg¬ 
ment of the community is ef¬ 
fected. Not only working 
people are very careful in 
spending money now, but also 
those who have invested their 
money in stocks.” 

Two Problems 

Joe Gergel, president of 
Gamer Builders' Supply Ltd., 
said he faces two problems 
directly related to the un¬ 
settled labor situation. The 
construction in the commer¬ 
cial and industrial field 
dropped right off, and be¬ 
cause of the tight money 
situation his business is not 
able to stockpile lumber in 
case a woodworkers' strike 
should occur. 

He agreed that the Duncan 
district is badly in need of 
secondary industry which 
would equalize the local 
economy. Purchases made at 
his store are small. He said, 
“We are holding our own. but 
we could have a lumber 
shortage. I have nfver seen it 
so bad in the past 20 years." 

Local jeweller Horst 
Nowrath, whose store is 
located on Station Street, 
openly admitted, "If the 
situation is not settled, busi¬ 
ness will be effected consider¬ 
ably." So far trade "held up 
remarkably well, but the 
writing is on the wall." 

In Campbell River, strike 
effects are starting to show. 

Some Apply 

"There have been some 
applications for welfare but 
not a high number to date," 
said Bill McKay, welfare 
officer. 

"The strike is having a fair 
impact on the economic pic¬ 
ture and we are getting a fair 
number of these secondary 
people, that is, lo gg ers and 
other workers who are not on 
strike themselves but whose 
operations have been closed 
down by the strike. These 
people are eligible for unem¬ 
ployment insurance or wel¬ 
fare,” he said. 

“If the picture continues 
much longer, it may well 
present a massive problem.” 
McKay said

French Program 
Aids Appreciation 


COURTENAY - The oral 
French program, a concept 
recently introduced in Cour¬ 
tenay school district, was 
explained this week when 
Mageda Zola spoke to the 
Rotary Club. 

The French co-ordinator for 
Courtenay school district told 
Rotarians it was his belief as 
a new Canadian and one who 
had lived in multi-social and 
multi-lingual societies, "that 
our view of Canada must be 
based on appreciation of 
languages other than our 
own." To achieve this, he 
said, early instruction in 
French is needed. 

He gave a video-tape 
demonstration, with the work 
done by students of G. P. 
Vanier senior high, of Grade 6 


and 7 classes taking an oral 
French lesson. 

The French program is 
district wide at the Grade 6 
and 7 level, Zola said. Only 
one other district in B.C., that 
of Coquitlam, has the oral 
French program on a district¬ 
wide hasis. 

The speaker said the oral 
program is far removed from 
the old system of learning 
French with struggles to 
learn verbs, gender and con¬ 
jugations. Under that system, 
Zola said, in his opinion the 
language was "known about" 
but not "how to use it." 

The Courtenay program is 
aimed at showing the child it 
is Sun to speak French and 
perfectly normal to do so, 
then going ahead and doing it. 
Zola said. Speaking comes 


first, he said, then reading 
and writing. 

Specialists are hard to find, 
he said, and in this district, 
teachers with some knowl¬ 
edge of French are used in 
conjunction with in-service 
workshops. A province-wide 
workshop in oral French was 
recently held in this district. 

The language co-ordinator 
told the meeting, "It doesn’t 
matter if we ikin't use French 
in B.C. today. He said if a 
young child learns the langu¬ 
age, he retains it for later use 
when required. 

Courtenay school district 
has 16 teachers on the 
program with a total of 40 
classes a week. Each child 
receives one hour and 20 
minutes instruction a week,

attract millions of dollars in 
convention revenue while we 
haven't got any facilities at 
all."

Mayor Courtney Haddock 
said he didn't want to dis¬ 
courage Savage, but he. too. 
had grafe doubts as to the 
Crystal Garden’s feasability 
to serve as a convention 
centre. 

"Who will pay the operating 
losses? They'll be on your 
back all the time. We would 
also bse the revenue from 
the land and a building that

Crystal Garden's place," he 
said.
